DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 2 is objected to because of the following infomialities: the language of the claim 
in lines 10-11 is unclear, making the progression of the claim difficult to follow. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
maimer in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. AppUcant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U-S,C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kuwabara et al (5,184,313). 
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Regarding claims 1 and 2, Kuwabara (Fig. 1) discloses apparatus LL featuring a laser 
light source 1 , an interfeormeter 2 generating a reference light beam and a measurement light 
beam reflecting off of subject body 4a, and a receiver 3 as a light detector. 

Kuwabara, however, does not disclose an explicit means for suppressing (as per claim 1) 
or the suppression of (as per claim 2) a relative peak intensity; rather, a conversion device 5 
featuring such elements as an arithmetic calculator 53, registers 52 and 54, and a wavelength 
corrector 55. 

Since the suppression of a relative peak intensity is performed to refine the resulting 
signal in a desired way, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use the conversation device of Kuwabara to perform intensity 
suppression of a peak frequency component f=Nv/A. to facilitate the generation of the desired 
results from signals generated by the interferometric device. Furthermore, the peak frequency 
component f=Nv/A. is merely a derivation of the general frequency/wavelength ratio of f=c/X, 
with c being the speed of light. The Nv number in the claimed equation is equal to c, with the 
constant N being equal to c/v. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. US Pat. 4,643,577, a length measuring apparatus based on the dual laser beam 
interferometer principle to Roth et al., and US Pat. 6,252,668, systems and methods for 
quantifying nonlinearities in interferometry systems to Hill.
